The  report  is  greatly  abbreviated,  for  the  reason  that,

The  Uodioal  Officer  was  laid  up  for  nine  wooko  v/ith  this  disease  and 

its  complications . 

Shortly  after  a  month’s  vacation  in  Lay  and  Juno,  the  School 
Nurse  was  thrown  off  her  bicycle  and  was  ill  for  many  weel:s o 
On  October  15th  19 1C  she  resigned  and  the  Committee  have  not  yet 

filled  her  appointment* 

It  would  appear,  from  experience  gained  here  and  elsewhere,  that 
little  is  to  be  gained  by  the  appointment  of  such  an  official  ^  | 

provided  there  are  adequate  facilities  for  treatment.  ^he  conditions! 

of  country  life,  the  lengthy  .journeys  over  roads  which  are  not 
now  of  their  nre-war  excellence,  the  absence  oi  amusements  which 
fill  so  large  a  part  of  the  time  and  interest,  of  persons  accustomed 
to  urban  life,  and  the  difficulty  of  getting  suitable  lodgings 
together  with  the  small  salary  offered  act  as  doterents  to  the 

application  of  suitable  candidates . 

On  the  other  hand  the  Hoard  of  Eduoat-ion,  it  must  be  remember ©d 

are  convinced  of  tho  utility  of  the  School  ITurso.  Should  this 

Body  insist  on  their  appointment  it  should  be  considered  if  their 

work  could  not  be  undertaken  by  nurses  of  existing  or  proposed 

nursing  associations.  By  this  means  much  cycling  would  be  obviated

and  variety  of  work  would  bo  obtained. 

During  the  year  tho  School  Nurse  isado  4,300  examinations  of 

the  heads,  bodies  and  clothes  of  School  Children.  50  were  reported 
to  have  nits  and  pediculi,  153  had  numerous  nits, -50  a  few  nits, 

17  had  dirty  scalps,  68  children  had  bad  clothes,  61  bad  footgear 

and  18  had  body  lioe- 
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In  the  routine  examination  of  70 0  ohildron  the  School  Medical 

Officer  disoovored  69  children  in  need  of  treatment  for  dirty  heads 

as  compared  with.  239  oy  the  ITurse  in  her  4,300  examinations  and  18 

with  bad  boots  as  compared  with  61  by  the  ITurse.  The  percentage 

of  dirty  heads  found  by  the  Nurse  is  5r5  and  by  the  School  Medical

Thesfigures,  compared  with  those  previously  given,  support  my  statement 
that  the  visits  of  County  Health  Visitors,  of  necessity  few  and  far 
between,  are  of  little  utility.

V. 

you  to  make  use  of  the  Uppingham  nursing  Association  and  of  the 
Rockingham  nursing  Association,  etc.,  and  to  meet  on  this  matter 
the  County  Council  who  will  surely,  soonor  or  later,  have  to  appoint 
nursos  as  tenders  of  the  sick  and  midwives.  Theso  appointments 
aro  a  prime  necessity.  ’./here  both  types  of  official  are  appointed 
there  is  over-lapping  and  waste.  The  County  Health  Visitor  calls 
at  a  house,  say  at  11  a.m.,  and  gives  advico  on  feoding  and  the 
District  Uurse  calls  at  11-30  a.m.  and  gives  frequently  contrary 
instructions.  These  are  matters  of  common  knowledge. 

SCHOOL  ILATTACERS.

During  the  year  a  largely  attended  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Victoria  Hall, ’Oakham,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  Care  Committees 0 
An  able  speaker  attended  from  the  Lindsey  Division  of  Lines.  As  a 
result  Care  Committees  have  been  formed  at  the  following  villages:- 
Barrowden,  Bisbrooke,  Exton,  Preston,  Harket  Overton,  king  and  Hanton* 
The  Oakham  Care  Committee  has  not  sent  in  a  report  of  its  work. 

Thoso  Committees  at  llanton  and  Harket  Overton  have  done  useful  work. 
SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

117  notifications  of  absenco  from  School  were  received  from 
the  Attendance  Officers.  Ill  of  these  were  received  from  the 
Oakham  Attendance  Officer  and  were  chiefly  connected  with  measles, 
the  cases  being  notified  to  him  in  his  capacity  as  Sanitary  Inspector. 

HEAD  TEACHERS. 

I  again  thank  the  Teachers  throughout  tho  County  for  their 

kind  and  able  assistanoe. 
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The  ifumber  of  Visits  paid  to  Schools  and  Departments, 

Towards  tho  ond  of  October  19 IB  I  was  laid  lip  and  was  unable  to

January  1919.  Tho  following  Schools  had  to  bo  loft : ~

In  any  case,  owing  to  tho  extraordinary  epidemic  of  influenza, it 
would,  have  been  impossible  to  carry  on  the  work  and  the  appointment 
©f  a  In cum  tenons  would  have  been  of  little  use. 

124  visits  to  tho  Schools  wore  made  by  the  Jounty  Iledical  Officer. 

47  of  these  visits  wore  for  tho  purpose  of  routine  inspection, 

/  _ 

37  for  re-inspections,  15  for  the  examination  of  specials,  15  for 
ringworm  oases  and  10  for  .cases  of  infectious  diseases. 
microscopical  Examinations . 

Pine  samples  of  hairs  from  doubtful  casos  of  ringworm  were  submitted 
to  examination  and  two  samples  of  phlegm  from  suspected  oas os  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

J-TUK3ER  OF  CXIILDRBH  EXAMINED. 

Children  are  examined  on  -admission,  between,  the  ages  of  €  and  9,  on 
reaching  their  twelfth  birthday,  those  who  work  out  of  school  hours 
and  tho 3e  thought  to  be  backward  or  delicate  by  their  parents  or 

teachers . 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  was  only  700  for  the  reason 
given  above.  216  of  the  700  children  wore  entrants,  291  were  betwoon 
the  ages  of  7  and  11  years,  150  were  leavers  and  43  wore  specials. 

357  of  the  700  children  were  boys  and  343  wore  girls. 

It  should  be  stated  that  37  children  did  not  present  themselves  for 
examination  at  the  routine  examination  as  compared  with  91  in  1917. 

In  6  instances  the  parents  objected,  in  12  the  children  were  ill, 

,  t 

6  were  working  on  the  land,  E  was  away  on  holiday  and  in  6  no  cause 
was  recorded.  All  the  2  children  who  wore  working  on  the  ls.no.  had 
agricultural  exemptions. 

There  are  a  few  Schools  in  the  County  whore  a  considerable  number 
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of  the  parents  object  to  the  examination.  Those  Schools  are  Oakham. 
Great  Oasterton  and  South  iAiffonkam.  In  the  other  Schools  there  are 
hardly  ever  any  refusals. 

371  children  were  re-ins  posted  during  the  year,  179  being  boys  and 

19.7  girls.  Altogether,  1,071  children  w  ore  exar.ii-  ed  by  the  School 

R'edioal  Officer  during  the  year  1918  and  compared  with  1,891  children 

in  1917  and  allowing  for  the  period  of  my  three  months 5  illness,  the

number  of  children  inspected  and  re-inspeoted  is  about  the  same, 

During  the  year  4 8  children  who  worked  out  of  school  hours  wore 

medically  examined.  41  of  these  were  boys  and  only  one  was  a  girl „ 

14  worked  on  the  land,  and  this  included  looking  after  cows  and 

poultry;  1-1  worked  as  errand  boys;  9  as  hou.seboys  and  domestic  work  dr  £ 

2  at  odd  jobs,  2  on  newspaper  rounds  and  one  at  each  of  the  following 

occupations  -  blacksmith’s  boy,  cycle  mechanic,  office  worker  and 

bakor’o  boy.  One  worked  GO  hours  a  week,  13  over  *30  hours,  19 

over  20,  3  over  15,  14  worked.  10  hours  a  week  and  under  and  in  one 

case  the  number  of  hours  a  week  was  not  ascertained. 

The  boy  who  worked  60  hours  a  wool:  had  agricultural  exemption  and 

received  7/od  a  week  wages.  Some  of  the  wages  earned  seen  very  low* 

One  errand,  boy  working  33  hours  a  week  for  a  tailor  received  3/-  a 

/ 

week  and  a  boy  working  in  a  bakehouse  for  394-  hours  received  4/- 
and  his  dinner  and  tea.  It  is  regretable  that  no  arrangements 
car.  be  made  whereby  boys  who  are  backward  in  their  studies  could  be 
prevented  from  working  for  long  hours  out  of  School-. 

Thus,  one  boy  was  four  standards  behindhand  and  worked  as  a  houseboy 
for  35  hours.  Another  fed  cows  for  36  hours  and  was  5  standards 

behind « 


In  this  connect!  on  it  should  be 


noted  that  half  the  jobs  which  these  children  perform  can  be  of 
little  use  to  them  in  after-life. 

Under  the  Hew  Act  it  appears  that  the  Lledical  Officer  can  recommend 
that  the  work  be  prohibited  if  there  is  proof  of  it  causing  disability 
In  these  42  cases  one  boy,  who  was  doing  office  work,  had  a  rupture, 

another  has.  bad  eyesight,  a  third  was  fleabitten,  a  fourth  had  bad

ATTEITPAITCE  OF  PARENTS . 

529  of  the  700  children  were  accompanied  by  their  parents,  guardians 

or  frionds,  a  percentage  of  75  which  is  a  considerable  improvement 

on  tho  attendance  of  last  year  when  a  percentage  of  only  69  was 

reached*  The  -costal  deliveries  in  many  of  the  villages  are

now  very  late  and  scarcely  roach  tho  standard  of  pre-war  times*

OLOTIIIiTG. 

Only  two  cases  of  bad  clothing  wore  recorded  and  four  were  loft 
over  from  last  year.  Throe  of  the  six  were  treated,  one  beir® 
remedied  and  two  improved.  In  three  nothing  was  done. 

FOOTGEAR. 

Eighteen  of  tho  700  children  examined,  a  percentage  of  2.5,  had 
poor  boots.  There  were  eight  cases  loft  over  from  last  year 
making  20  in  all.  ’  On  15  of  these  thore  was  no  report,  5  received 
no  attention  and  £  were  treated  and  improved. 

CLEANLINESS  OF  HEAD. 

Oil  of  the  700  children  inspected  had  clean  Heads,  a  percentage  cii 
87.  180,  a  porefen^age  of  13,  had  dirty  heads,  either  with  vermin 


or  numerous  nits. 
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With  those  left  over  from  last  year  IBB  ohlldron  were  under  observation. 
In  G5  cases  no  report  was  forthcoming.  51  wore  not  troatod  but 
in  52  treatment  was  applied,  14  boing  ronodiod  and  3B  muoL  improved, 

Aa  far  as  I  know  no  satisfactory  cleansing  was  undertaken  by  tho  ITuruo, 
As  l  have  said  there  has  boon  very  little  improvomont  since  tho

appointment  of  whole- tine  burses.  V/lmt  is  needed  is  that  the  burse 
should  cleanse  the  persistently  filthy.  It  is  a  difficult  matter 
for  a  whole- time  Nurse,  living  at  some  distance  from  tho  Dohool,  to 
undertake  this  work,  but  for  a  td strict  Nurse,  living  within  a  fow 
miles  or  on  the  snot,  it  has  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily . 

QLEAMIjIITEGS  OF  PONY. 

Soven  ohildrnn  or  1$  of  those  examined,  had  dirty  bodies  on  the  day 
of  inspootion.  Pour  wore  loft  over  from  last  year.  No  report  was 
obtained  in  nine  and  in  two  no  improvement  was  forthcoming. 

NUTRITION# 

661  of  tho  799  children  examined  wore  considered  to  bo  of  normal 
nutrition,  a  -percentage  of  94.4  .  39  or  5.60  wero  not  well  nourished. 

37  of  these  or*  5.20  required  treatment  and  two  requirod  observation 
only.  These  figures  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  In 
1914  11.30  wero  below  normal  ;  in  1913  130;  in  1912  17.50;  and  in 
1911  12.70.  Although  the  c-ost  of  living  has  more  than  doubled  it 
must  be  remembered  that  very  high  wages  can  bo  obtained.  At  the 
aerodromes,  youths  who  havo  jU3t  left  school  are  earning  between  £2 
and  S3  a  week .  Agricultural  wages  have  also  more  than  doubled^ 

In  consequence,  not  only  in  Rutland  but  throughout  England,  tho 
Elementary  School  Children  are  better  nourished  ten  in  previous  years. 
(Annual  Report  of  the  3oard  of  Education  1917). 

Together' -with  33  cases  loft  over  from  last  year  70  children  under 
normal  nutrition  were  in  attendance  at  "our  Schools. 

16  of  theso  were  improved  on  ro-inspecti  on.  19  were  in  no  way- 
improved  and  in  35  no  report  was  available. 

Owing  to  my  illness  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  impossible  to 
obtain  such  full  information  as  to  the  causation  of  the  failure  of 
nutrition.  Conditions  social  and  pathological  which  must  havo 
exercised  considerable  influence  wero  found,  in  30  of  tho  cases.

In  twelve  instances!  onlar&od  tonsils  and  adenoids  wore  present  to  a 

marked  dogroo.  In  throo  tho  nutrition  of  tho  nr  routs  wan  very  poor. 

In  two  chi  1  dr  on  rickets  had  occurrod  in  early  childhood  and  in  a  like 

number  rheumatic  infocti  '-n  vac  probable..  In  throe  eerie  c  denial

anpgis  was  present.  Thor 3  t.*aa  one  or.no  oach  of  tho-  : ’oll'ulrg  - 
oloft  palate,  daf active  vision  and  enlarged  bronchial  glands . 

One  child  had  too  little  sloop.  Tho  prapondoration  of  thro. at 
conditions  is  noteworthy  and  '"as  boon  emphasized  in  all  reports 

presented  to  you. 

DIETTAL  DZiJSASE, 

During  tho  year  the  condition-*  of  each  child’s  tooth  was  carefully 

noted  as  in  previous  yoars  but  tho  attention  of  the  par out s  was  only 

called  to  very  o or ore  conditions  of  dental  carles.  There  are  ho 

Institutions  avail  bio  t  which  children  c  n  receive  treatment. 

* 

50  children  r’oro  ref  erred  for  tv*o",tnont  but  .  ,s  far  as  I  know  only 

5  received  it. 

You  hwV®  already  advertised  for  a  dental  surgeon  for  none  months  but 

so  far  tho  salary  offered  -  B300  a  yoar  -  has  not  attracted  more  than 

two  candidates.  One  of  those  interviewed  the  Committee  and  did  not 

accopt  the  appointment  and  the  other  obtained  u  -more  lucrative 

post  elsewhere.  In  considering  what  should  bo  done  it  should  bo 

remembered  that  tho  birth  rate  has  greatly  diminished.  In  19 Id 

only  233  births  wore  notified  as  compared  with  441  as  an  average  of 

the  ^oarc  1900  to  1909.  In  She  first  four  months  of  1919  only  C1 

births  were  notified'  to  tlio  County  nodical  Of  floor.  I  should  bo 

surpriood  if,  in  1923,  you  have  more  than  1,500  children  in  the  Schools

A  whole- time  dentist  can  examine  and  or oat  3,000  children  a  year. 

* 

If  this  is  corroct  there  is  scarcoly  enough  work  for  a  whole-time 
dental  surgeon.  I  should  strongly  adviso  your  contracting  with 
the  Public  Health  Committee  so  that  this  official  may  do  work  under 
tho  Infant  V/elfare  Acts. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  dental  treatment  can  bo  only  applied  to  part 

of  the  population  after  school  life  is  ended.  Kuch  of  the  .'urk 
undertaken  by  the  School  Dentist  mot  bo  useless  an  no  much  cartes 
occurs  after  sc'ool  life  is  ended.  Again,  oven  if  dental  treatment 
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i a  provided  for  all  children  entering  the  schools  the  amount  of  decay 
among  the  entrants  is  always  the  same.  This  is  another  forcible 

argument  for  ooranenoing  dental  treatment  from  the  infant  welfare  side* 
During  the  year  tooth  brushesfor  cleaning  the  teeth  were  nrovided  for 
all  children  in  attendance  and  tooth  brush  drill  is  part  of  the 
ourrioulum  in  all  your  schools. 

ENLARGED  TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

15  of  the  children  in  the  code  groups  required  treatment  for  enlargdd 
tonsils  which  were  not  complicated  by  adenoids.  8  children  in  the 
code  groups  required  operation  for  adono idowhi ch  were  not  complicated 
by  enlarged  tonsils  and  in  throe  of  the  specials  a  similar  diagnosis 
was  made.  Fivo  of  the  child.ren  in  the  code  groups  had  a  slight 
degree  of  adenoids  which  could  bo  remedied  by  breathing  exercises. 

57  children  in  the  coda  groups  suffered  from  enlarged  tonsils  ^ 
complicated,  by  the  presence  of  adenoids  and  three  of  the  specials  v/nre 
in  a  similar  condition. 

Three  in  the  routine  grouns  suffered  from  a  slight  degree  of  this 

combination.  Altogether  91  children,  among  the  700  inspected, 

had  a  marhed  enlargement  of  the  tonsils  and  a  considerable  mass  of 

adenoid  tissue.  81  cases  were  left  over  from  last  year  so  that 

altogeher  171  cases  were  fcept  under  supervision  dud  ng  the  year.

In  15  or  over  14/;  of  the  89 
children  there  was  a  serious  and  obvious  degree  of  nasal  obstruction.. 

In  18  of  over  13/  the  speeoh  was  thick  and  slurred.  One  of  these 
ohildren  stammered  badly.  In  only  5  cases  was  any  effect  noted  on

Ho  note  was  made  in  any  of  the  oases 
with  regard  to  an  enlarged  thyroid  or  nocturnal  enuresis*

Pour  of  these  19  children  were  entrants,  8  intermediates  and  7  leavers* 
I'hese  figures  do  not  support  the  suggestion  that  absence  of  signs  rr 
symptoms  vras  due  to  insufficient  tine  having  elapsed  since  the 
origin  of  the  growths  to  allow  of  accurate  observation  by  the  parents, 
teaoher  of  medical  inspector,  X  am  unable  to  explain  the  immunity 
of  these  children  as  the  growths  wore  as  well  marked  as  in  the 
remaining  70  who  were  seriously  inconvenienced, 

It  is  noteworthy  that  79 of  the  children  with  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  suffered  from  one  or  more  serious  disabilities. 

An  enquiry  was  made  into  -the  method  of  upbringing  in  infancy.  In  13 
no  information  was  forthcoming.  In  50  or  66f>  the  children  were 
brought  up  entirely  on  the  breast,  in  36  partly  on  the  breast  and 
partly  on  the  bottlo  and  in  26  instances  on  cows  milk. 

Therefore  in  34£j  of  the  cases,  artificial  feeding  had  been  used. 

The  figures  are  practically  the  same  as  those  obtained  fb  r  the  school 
population  a3  a  whole.  The  above  figures  demonstrate  how  serious 

are  the  effects  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  on  the  child. 

/ 

stupidity,  deafness,  foul  discharges  from  tho  ear  and  malnutrition 
are  the  constant  accompaniments  of  the  growths  and  are  detailed  to 
you  annually.  The  treatment  at  present  by  operative  methods  is 
frequently  unsatisfactory  and  occasionally  dangerous.  So  far,  little 
is  known  as  to  the  determining  oauses  of  these  growths. 

In  January  and  February  of  1919  a  di  sous  si.  on  was  held  at  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine  on  the  causation,  prevention  and  non-operative 
treatment  of  adenoids.  With  regard  to  the  aetiology  those  was 
little  that  was  'anew  or  convincing  oxcept  that  the  catarrhal  conditions 
were  the  invariable  accompaniment.  One  sneaker  laid  great  stress 
on  bottle  feeding  and  rickets  as  tho  cause  but  an  examination  of  tho 
Rutland  figures  formany  years  lends  little  support  to  this  view. 

Another  speaker  attributed  the  conditions  to  indigestion  caused  by 
starchy  food  but  as  adenoidsare  as  common  among  breast  fed  as  among 
bottle  bed  babies  this  can  hardly  be  accepted.  A  third  speaker 
attributed  it  to  cold  and  damp. 

With  regard  to  prevention,  breast  feeding  and  tho  prevention  of 
ricket3  were  insisted  on,  but  from  what  has  been  said  above  these

Th©  avoidance  of  infectious  colds  was  agreed  to  be  a  natter  of  prime 

importance.  This  is  a  matter  capable  of  rectification  as  colds  are

undoubtedly  caused  by  badly  ventilated  and  cold  rooms. 

In  Rutland  the  following  Schools  are  badly  at  fault  in  regard  to 
the  methods  of  perflation  of  air  and  heating

With  regard  to  non-operative  treatment  by  inducing  sneezing  and  lightly 
touching  the  spetun  of  the  nose  with  a  slightly  irritating  powder 
made  from  powdered  iris  root  and  soap,  nothing  was  said  in  favour 
but  much  in  condemnation . 

DEFECTIVE  BEARING  AND  EAR  DISEASE. 


There  were  13  cases  of  deafness  among  the  700  children  examined.,  a 
nercontage  of  1.8.  Together  with  six  cases  kept  under  observation 
from  last  year  there  were  19  cases,  of  which  7  were  treated,  two  being 
remedied  and  five  improved,  9  received,  no  treatment  and  for  3  no 
report  was  available.  There  are  still  two  children  in 

Institutions  for  the  training  of  the  deaf.  One,  a  boy,  continues  to 
do  well  at  Leeds. 

During  the  summer  vacation  I  examined  the  other  child  who  attends  the 
Fitzroy  Training  College  for  the  Deaf  and  found  that  she  stammered 
very  badly,  made  extraordinarily  irregular  movements  when  she  attempted 
to  articulate  and  her  speech  could  scarcely  be  comprehended.  I 
recommended  that  additional  instruction  be  provided  but  this  th  e 
Eitzroy  College  Authorities  refused  to  .grant.  At  the  request  of 

the  Education  Committee  the  child  was  examined  by  Dr  McLeod  Tear si ey 
who  reported  that  the  tonsils  were  enlarged  and  adenoids  were  present 
to  a  slight  degree.  Detached  words  could  be  hoard  at  a  distance  of 
12  feet  and  sentences  at  three  feet.  Middle  oar  deafness  was 
diagnosed  and  special  teaching  on  the  principals  of  oral  instruction 
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by  trained  toaohorn  was  rooomnonded.  Tho  latest  ronort,  dated  Xmas 

19X0,  states  that  oho  stutters  much  lose  and  is  making  steady  progress# 
There  wore  three  oases  of  otorrhoea  among  the  700  children  inspected, 
a  percentage  of  0.4.  There  were  several  other  cases  in  which  a 
aofinito  history  of  ear  trouble  was  forthcoming. 

One  oane  was  kept  under  observation  from  last  year.  One  was  remedied, 
one  received  no  treatment  arid  in  two  no  record  is  available, 

EXTERNAL  BYE  DISEASE. 

There  were  only  eight  cases  of  external  eye  disease  among  the  700 
children  examined.  Those  were,  for  tho  most  part,  simple  soreness 
of  tho  eyelids.  There  was  one  case  of  congenital  ptosis  or  dmoping 
of  the  tipper  eyelid  which  has  received  operative  treatment  rt 
Leicester.  Together  with  two  cases  left  over  from  last  year  10 
children  were  kept,  under  observation,  of  which  3  were  treated,  one 
being  remedied  and  two  improved,  and  7  cases  received  no  treatment. 

DEFECTIVE  EYESIGHT. 

60  of  the  700  children,  a  percentage  of  7,  suffered  from  defective

vision.  50  cases  were  left  over  -from  last  year  so  that  60  cases 
wore  kept  under  observation  during  the  year.  SI  of  these  or  S 60 
received  treatment,  eighteen  being  remedied  and  three  improved. 

63  oases  received  no  treatment  and  concerning  6  no  report  is  forthcoming. 
Since  the  resignation  of  the  last  Purse  in  October  1916  Eye  Clinics 
luive  been  established  at  three  different  centres  in  the  County,  viz., 
at  Oakham,  Uppingham  and  Eefcton.  Dr  bus son  of  Leicester  is  the 
refractibniot .  The  first  Olinic  was  held  in  February (19 19)  and 
therefore  such  work  should,  strictly  speaking,  be  included  in  next 
yoar*s  report.  It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  the  parents 

have  readily  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  and  up  to 
-the  tine  of  writing  55  children  have  been  treated  and  provided  with 
glasses.  These  figures  prove  the  truth  of  tho  statement  that, 
provided  satisfactory  facilities  are  forthcoming  for  treatment  and  that

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  boy,  who  had  just  left  Oakham  School, 
devoloped  what  was  thought  to  be  influenza  to  which  his  mother 
and  another  child  had  unfortunately  succumbed.  He  devoloped 
consolidation  of  ono  lung  and  in  his  sputum  tubercle  bacilli  wore 
discovered.  He  is  now  in  the  Devon  and  Cornwall  Sanatorium. 

Two  other  c-asos  who  have  been  in  Sanatoria,  to  when  reference  was 
made  in  last  ^oar*s  report,  continue  to  do  well. 

OTHER  FORI  IS  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Only  ono  case  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  noted  among  tho 
700  children  inspected.  This  was  a  case  of  arrested  disease  of 
the  knee- joint.  The  boy  with  the  Cutaneous  tuberculides  around 
the  ankle-joint  is  making  good  progress.  He  is  now  trying  a  course 
of  tho  i Tr ini to-Dro f  treatment  indroflucod  by  Dr  Ellis  of  hiddlesbrougP*.

DEFORMITIES . 

Eleven  c  tin  os  of  deformity  were  found  among  the  700  children  inspected. 
There  was  one  case  of  cleft  palate,  one  of  club  foot,  one  of  round 
shoulders,  one  of  extreme  phimosis,  two  of  high  palate,  one  of 
scoliosis  or  spinal  curvature,  two  of  bow  leg  and  two  of  knock  knee  0 
Only  four  of  these  would  have  benefited,  by  treatment  and  only  one 
obtained  it.

As  an  example  of  the  advantage  of  this  method  of  treatment  X  should

like  to  quote  what  happened  in  one  instance  which  is  typical  of  many* 
Four  children  were  submitted  to  X  ray  treatment.  They  wer-eall  cured 
within  feinx  weeks.  Two  children  vrere  not  treated  by  the  X  rays  as 
the  parents  refused  and  one  remained  at  hone  -from  school  for  eight 
months  and  the  other  lias  been  away  for  ten  months  and  is  still  uncured* 

Ho  better  demonstration  of  the  advantage  of  this  form  of  treatment 
could  be  given.  Good  as  the  treatment  is  1  have  but  little  doubt 

that  some  more  easily  applicable  method  will  yet  be  discovered. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  children  of  ten  years  and  over  £et  well  quickly 
whatever  form  of  treatment  is  provided  and  that  adults  very  rarely 
acquire  the  disease .  This  points  to  the  probability  of  some  substance 
in  the  blood  of  adolescents  inimical  to  the  growth  of  the  fungus . 

Attempts  have  already  been  made  with  vaccines  but  so  far  theresults 

r 

have  not  been  brilliant.  The  control  of  ringworm  requires  special 
experience  and  can,  I  think,  only  be  undertaken  by  medical  men. 

By  laymen,  cases  of  aloepocia  areata  are  invaribly  thought  to  be  ringworm. 
The  search  for  the  short  hairs,  especially  in  a  girl,  is  a  long  and 
tedious  task  and  from  experience  X  find  cannot  safely  be  entrusted  to 
the  School  Nurse. 

There  were  only  six  other  cases  of  skin  disease  among  the  code  groups 

and  specials o  Four  of  these  were  of  scabies,  one  of  icthyosis  and  one 

of  sebon&aea.  During  the  year  15  children  were  excluded  for  impetigo 

and  17  for  scabies,  a  very  satisfactory  figure  as  compared  with  150 

mentioned  in  the  report  for  last  year.  Together  with  four  cases  left 

over  from  last  year  10  cases  were  under  observation  during  the  year.

There  were  23  casos  of  other  defects  among  the  700  children  examined. 
1'ine  of  those  wore  cases  of  ohlarged  thyroid,  6  of  hernia,  five  of 
which  had  been  operated  on  or  wore  wearing  trusses  and  onlir  one  of 
which  required  treatment.  There  were  3  cases  of  naevus,  2  of 
undeoosnded  testicle,  one  of  a  cyst,  one  of  varicocele  and  one  of  a 
button  in  the  nose  which  had  been  retained  in  the  nose  for  some  gears 
and  which  was  promptly  removed  by  the  liediioal  Inspector. 

SAITITAHY  COPDIPIOjTg  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

I  have  furnished  detailed  statements  as  to  the  unhygienic  conditions 
existing  in  your  Schools  for  many  years  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  go 
into  details.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  with  the  exception  of  Braunston, 
O.S.  and  Exton  R.C. Schools  there  is  not  a  School  in  the  County 
whi oh  answers  mod.ern  requirements.  in  the  majority  of  Schools  the 
desks  are  of  an  ancient  and  unsatisfactory  pattern  and  should  be 
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replaced  at  the  earliest  opportunity  by  up-to-date  oquipment * 

Another  point  to  which  I  should  like  to  draw  your  attention  iu  the 
need  for  more  tinr  being  devoted  by  oaretakoro  to  th.Oir  duti  °s « 

At  present  the  Schools  are  only  scrubbed  onco  a  term*  The*  should 
bo  done  weekly.  It  is  necessary  therefore  that  the  salaries  of  thoso 
persons  bo  greatly  increased.

Only  IPO 
or  2Zfj  were  treated.  78  were  remedied  and  CO  were  improved.  The 
percentages  var ft  from  100f'  in  oaoes  of  tuborovJ.onia  to  10;'  in  cases  of 
decayed  tooth.  Only  P9  of  the  171  received  treatment  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  and  only  PI  oaoos  of  defective  ovonight.  IT  ever 
have  worse  results  been  obtained.  Thia  in  duo  to  many  reasons,  the 
ohiof  of  which  are  \/ar  and  influenza.  Tho  moth. ore  refused  to 
undertake  any  responsibility  in  the  absence  of  their  husbands  r nd 


towards  the  ond  of  the  year  a  groat  part  of  the  School  population  was 
laid  up  with  influenza  and  its  complications. 

Tho  results  next  year  will  be  better  for  dental  and  visual  defects  will 

be  treated.  ..  •  v 

Only  throat  defects  will  remain  to  be  undertaken.  Under  the  new 

Aot  the  treatment  of  defects  other  than  those  undertaken  in 

domioiliary  practice  will  have  to  be  undertaken  by  Us  e  Education 

Authority..  Arising  out  of  these  requirements  it  should  bo  mentioned 

that  however  good  any  treatment  nay  be  it  is  of  a  secondary  importance 

as  compared  with  prevention.  Providing  therapeusi3  for  defective 

eyesight,  decayed  teeth  and  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  is  a  never 

ending  process.  ITo  doubt  considerations  of  this  nature  influenced 
officials  of  the 

the/Board  of  .education  in  their  determined  efforts  to  defeat  the 
treatment 

compulsory /clauses  in  the  now  Act.  V/hat  is  needed  in  present  day 
arrangements  is  a  national  scheme  of  research  into  tho  common 
ailments  of  ohild  life.  This  need  not  necessarily  involve  extra 
expemse.  Routine  medical  inspection  and  the  collection  of 
absolutely  useless  statistical  data  oould  be  suspended  for  twenty  years 
and  the  energy  of  Hedical  Officers  directed  to  th e  raoro  fruitful 
fields  of  work  in  the  study  of  disease  and  abnormalities  in  childhood. 
Under  the  present  legal  enactments  a  scheme  of  treatment  is  compulsory 

and  to  make  it  as  luttle  useless  as  possible  it  is  essential  that 

% 

arrangements  for  the  continuity  of  treatment  should  be  made. 

It  is  useless  treating  the  teeth  of  school  children  up  to  the  age 
of  16  and  to  provide  no  further  arrangements  for  the  dentistry  of 
adults.  It  is  wasteful  to  provide  boys  and  girls  with  spectacles 
which  are  suitable  at  the  time  they  are  prescribed’ but  which  require 
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changing  in  ctfter  life  just  as  much  ag  the  clothes  and  boots  of  childhood 
It  is  unwise  to  provide  troatnont  for  tho  dental  defects  of  ox  ) octant 
mothors  and  to  nav:o  none  for  expectant  fathers. 

It  is  bad  legislation  to  provMc  medical  troatnont  for  insured  porno -in 
and  to  allow  none  to  the  non- insured. 

It  is  essential  therefore,  that  tho  tr-'atnont  of.  persons  according  to 
age,  social  status  and  other  artificial  classifications  should  cease 
and  that  one  separate  health  authority  should,  be  established  throughout 
an  administrative  area  which  should  concern  itself  with  tho  health 
of  the  individual  fron  his  or  her  conception,  intra-uterine  life, 
birth,  infancy,  childhood,  adolescence,  naturity  and  old  age. 

This  is  the  duty  and  the  avowed  intention  of  the  J.:  inis  try  of  health, 
now  nearly  three  weohs  old. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  be  alive  in  30  years'  tin©  to  see  what  has 
been  accomplished.  The  future  is  certainly  hopeful. 

The  real  difficulty  up  to  the  present  has  been  the  creation  and 
distribution  of  a  shilled  staff  of  workers.  The  great  improvement  in 
the  means  of  transport  within  the  last  few. '.years  will  render  it 
feasible  to  bring  the  highest  specialist  knowledge  within  reach  of 
the  most  remote  village.  I  have  littlo  doubt  that  the  aeroplane  will 
be  of  the  greatest  service  to  Medical  Science.  It  will  place  the 
doctor  and  hie  patient  within  easy  reach  of  the  s-e  ;ci.alist  and  the 
country  doctor  within  an  hour’s  call  of  medical  centres  where  lie  can 


again  sit  at  the  feet  of  the  masters  of  his  craft. 
To  sum  up  it  i3  necessary  that  there  should  bo  :~ 


1.  A  national  investigation  into  the  causes  and  prevalence  of  the 
common  diseases  of  this  Country. 


A  national  medical  service  available  for  all  at  all  ages. 


3.  Improved  accessibility  for  patients  and  doctors  to  specialists  of 
repute  and  centres  of  learning.
